1. This Act may be called the Kerala Essential Articles Control

Reasons for the enactment 

The Kerala Essential Articles Control (Temporary Powers) Act, 
1961 (Kerala Act 3 of 1962), provides for the control of the production, 
supply and distribution of, and trade and commerce in, articles 
which are not essential commodities under the Essential Commodities 
Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) and which the State Government may declare 
as essential articles. The period of operation of the Act is due to 
expire on the 16th January, 1967. It is considered necessary to 
extend the period of operation of the Act for a further period of 
two years. 

2. The present enactment is intended to achieve the above 
purpose. 

3. The Committee constituted under the proviso to sub-section (2) 
of section 3 of the Kerala State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) 
Act, 1965 (12 of 1965), has approved the enactment of this measure as a 
President’s Act.
